"Teach  me  Goodness,  Discipline  and  Knowledge",  this  inspiring 
motto  of  OUT  beloved  institution,  has  been  a  driving  force  in  the 
completion  of  this  special  task  -  the  first  issue  of  DOUBLE  BLUE  - 
University  of  St.  Michael's  College  Alumni  Newsletter.  In  the

Along  with  much  of  eastern  North  America,  Toronto  this  summer 
sweltered  through  record  breaking  heat.  Undaunted  by 
temperatures  soaring  well  above  32  degrees,  visitors  to  the  St. 
Michael's  campus  in  late  July  included  some  fifty  "lifelong 
learners"  enrolled  in  our  Divisiorr  of  Continuing  Education's 
newest  initiative  -  a  week  long  summer  seminar  entitled 
"Classical  Pursuits".  Alumni  and  friends  of  St.  Michael's  taking 
part  in  this  programme  were  billeted  on  campus  and  spent  part  of 
their  vacation  reliving  their  student  days  by  discussing  Plato, 
Dante,  and  Dostoevsky,  and  enjoying  special  lectures,  theatre 
presentations,  and  tours  of  Father  Dan  Donovan's  collection  of 
Canadian  contemporary  art. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  programme  was  a  nud-week  "Literary 
Cabaret"  featuring  musical  selections  from  Kurt  Weill,  Irish  songs, 
dramatic  presentations  from  James  Joyce's  Dubliners  and  Ulysses 
and  readings  from  the  recently  published  work  of  two  Toronto 
writers,  one  a  novelist,  the  other  a  poet. 

Alumni  I  talked  with  were  enthusiastic  about  this  opportunity  to 
re-visit  the  campus  at  its  mid-summer  best  and  to  experience  - 
once  again  -  the  pleasures  of  reading,  listening  to  and  discussing 
some  of  the  classical  masterpieces  of  Western  culture.  We  have 
been  encouraged  to  repeat  this  type  of  surtuner  programming, 
and  information  is  available  from  Dr.  Mimi  Manocco,  the  Director 
of  Continuing  Education. 

Other  developments  on  campus  make  this  a  particularly  exciting 
time  to  report  to  you.  A  few  years  ago  in  these  pages  I  wrote 
that  "some  difficult  but  not  desperate  times  remain  ahead.  The 
College  has  a  plan  to  deal  with  present  and  future  needs,  and  the 
worry,  hard  decisions,  sacrifices,  and  stringent  budget  policies 
should  be  seen  as  a  very  worthwhile  price  to  pay  to  maintain  and 
develop  the  tradition  of  excellence  that  has  been  the  hallmark  of 
St.  Michael's  for  over  a  century". 

Since  that  time  a  tight  control  on  expenditures  and  the  success  of 
the  "Seoue  the  Tradition"  special  appeal  have  enabled  the  College 
to  withstand  the  demise  of  the  planned  sale  of  our  surplus  Bay 
Street  land.  This  means  that  today  I  can  have  a  much  more 
positive  and  optimistic  message  to  convey. 

In  the  past  three  years  the  University  of  Toronto  Departments  of 
French  and  German  have  moved  to  St.  Michael's  and  are  cunently 
housed  in  Odette  Hall,  the  newly  renovated  Clover  Hill  building. 
Next  spring  construction  work  in  Can  Hall  will  precede  the  move 
of  the  Italian  and  Slavic  Studies  Departments  to  St.  Michael's. 
One  result  will  be  that  more  undergraduate  teaching  will  be 
taking  place  on  our  campus  and  more  of  our  students  will  be 
taking  a  larger  part  of  their  academic  programmes  at  St.  Michael's. 
These  developments  are  accompanied  by  the  move  of  the 


Uruversity  Department  of  Spanish  and  Portuguese  to  Victoria  College 
our  immediate  neighbour  to  the  north,  and  they,  taken  together, 
demonstrate  a  recogrution  by  the  University  of  Toronto  of  the 
importance  of  the  Colleges  east  of  Queen's  Park,  the  largest  colleges 
on  the  St.  George  campus,  in  achieving  the  University's  objective  of 
providing  the  best  undergraduate  educational  experience  in  Canada. 

Looking  ahead.  Principal  Joseph  Boyle  has  reported  that  we  can 
expect  to  see  a  record  3,600  undergraduate  students  on  campus  this 
fall.  Of  our  more  than  800  first  year  students,  as  many  as  300  will 
enter  with  academic  averages  above  ninety  per  cent.  With  the 
"double  cohort"  of  entering  residents  in  2003,  as  a  result  of  the 
elimination  of  Grade  13  in  Ontario,  eruolment  at  St.  Michael's  is 
expected  to  be  capped  at  4,000  students.  In  order  to  acconunodate 
this  growth,  the  University  of  Toronto  has  asked  us  to  consider 
expanding  our  residence  space.  Plans  are  now  underway  for  a  new 
residence  at  St.  Michael's  that  will  take  its  architectural  inspiration 
from  Teefy,  More  and  Fisher  Houses.  It  should  be  noted  that  in 
increasing  our  residence  capacity  St.  Michael's  again  affirms  its 
intention  not  only  to  house  as  many  first-year  students  as  possible 
on  campus  but  also  to  allow  for  their  integration  with  more  senior 
students,  thus  enriching  their  introduction  to  uiriversity  level 
studies.  We  also  anticipate  that  the  elimination  of  Grade  13  will 
again  make  St.  Michael's  and  the  University  of  Toronto  the  preferred 
choice  of  many  American  high-school  graduates. 

In  the  past  several  years  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  in 
particular  at  St.  Michael's  College,  we  have  faced  large  financial 
challenges.  Government  cutbacks,  the  loss  through  declining 
vocations  of  the  contributed  services  provided  by  the  BasiUan 
Fathers,  and  by  Loretto  and  St.  Joseph  Sisters,  and  the  cancellation 
of  the  Bay  Street  land  sale  have  meant  the  College  has  had  to 
persevere  through  tough  times.  Our  response  has  enabled  us  not 
merely  to  survive  but  now  to  plan  and  begin  implementing  a 
programme  of  new  academic  activity  and  of  physical  renewal  and 
expar\sion.  St.  Michael's  success  in  the  cunent  Campaign  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  shows  that  it  is  possible  to  address  the  needs 
of  providing  for  a  unique  academic  programme  and  its  special 
collegiate  focus  and  of  renovating  and  upgrading  a  beautiful  but 
aging  campus. 

Of  course  none  of  this  would  be  possible  without  you.  The 
generosity  and  support  of  St.  Michael's  alumni/ae  and  friends 
continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  positive  experiences  of  my  time 
here  as  President.  In  return,  I  can  tell  you  that  our  students 
continue  to  achieve  high  academic  distinction  and  retain  the 
capacity  to  be  motivated  by  spiritual  and  sodal  goals,  public 
purposes  and  the  ethic  of  productive  citizenship.  We  can  all,  I 
think,  be  proud  of  the  St.  Michael's  tradition  which  continues  to 
flourish  and  grow.

This,  in  turn,  has  lead  to  the  development  of  further 
initiatives  that  are  less  administrative  in  nature  and  will 
achieve  -  we  hope  -  greater  interest  and  participation 
among  all  alumni.  One  such  example  was  the  organization 
of  the  retirement  party  for  Fr.  Robert  Madden  last  fall  and 
subsequently,  the  creation  of  a  committee  that  is  currently 
overseeing  the  redevelopment  of  Carr  100  into  Father  Robert 
Madden  Hall. 


As  you  can  see  in  this  newsletter,  we  also  have  a  very  strong 
Communications  Committee  that  is  working  diUgently  to 
create  vibrant  and  interesting  communications  materials. 
Along  with  the  newsletter,  the  alumni  web  site  has  been  a 
big  project  for  this  group.  We  have  ambitious  goals  for  the 
internet  -  a  "downloadable"  newsletter,  an  alumni  chat  room, 
a  "store"  where  you  can  purchase  SMC  clothing  and  other 
gifts,  a  list  of  alumni  e-mail  addresses  to  help  keep  alumni 
in  touch,  and  more. 

We  also  have  reinvigorated  finance,  membership  and

David  J.  Mulroney  7T8  became  Director  of  the  Canadian  Trade 
Office  in  Taipei  last  summer.  This  is  a  volatile  area  of  the 
world  with  very  sensitive  geo-political  and  economic  issues; 
the  office  represents  Canada's  trade,  investment  and  cultural 
interests  in  Taiwan.  A  career  diplomat,  he  was  seconded  from 
1995-1998  to  be  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Canada  China 
Business  Council  based  in  Toronto,  directing  economic  co- 
operation initiatives  and  Team  Canada  visits  to  East  Asia. 

After  completing  his  BA  in  English  (Gold  Medalist),  David 
joined  the  Foreign  Service  after  completing  full-time  Mandarin 
instruction  in  Ottawa.  In  addition  to  assignments  in  South 
Korea  and  Malaysia,  he  also  served  as  the  Deputy  Director  of 
the  East  Asia  Trade  section  of  External  Affairs  from  1988  - 
1990,  shaping  Canada's  China  policy  during  that  pivotal 
period.  In  1986,  he  was  posted  to  Shanghai  as  Consul  and 
Trade  Commissioner  to  re-establish  our  official  presence  in 
the  commercial  heart  of  China.

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Scholarship  Launched  a 
Partnership  Flourishing  from 
the  Roots  of  St.  Michael's 

A  timely  conversation  and  the  generosity  of  donors  have 
resulted  in  the  creation  of  a  new  scholarship  fund  at  St. 
Michael's  which  will  provide  tuition  and  residence  for  youth 
in  the  care  of  the  Catholic  Children's  Aid  Society  (CCAS)  who 
are  granted  admission  to  St.  Michael's  and  the  UofT. 

Earlier  this  year,  Mary  Ellen  Burns  7T0,  Director  of  Alumni 
Affairs  at  St.  Michael's,  and  Caroline  Morgan  DiGiovanni  7T0, 
Executive  Director  of  Public  Relations  of  the  CathoUc 
Children's  Aid  Society  of  Toronto,  met  to  explore  avenues  for 
access  to  the  UofT  and  St.  Michael's  for  CCAS  wards  and 
discuss  possible  sources  for  their  financial  support.  There 
existed  the  possibility  of  dollar  for  dollar  matching  funds 
from  both  the  UofT  and  the  Province  of  Ontario  for  private 
donations.  The  challenge  was  to  find  a  private  donor  to  make 
the  initial  gift.  A  well-known  friend  and  supporter  of  St. 
Michael's,  Louis  "Bud"  Odette,  was  approached  and  generously 
agreed  to  make  a  gift  of  $100,000  to  cover  the  residence  fees. 

Caroline  was  aware  that  SMC  grads  Michael  6T7  and  Mary 
Catherine  Lee  O'Brien  6T6  had  established  a  scholarship  fund  in 
memory  of  their  deceased  son,  Matthew,  through  the  CathoUc 
Children's  Aid  Society's  "Hope  for  Children  Foundation,"  whose 
purpose  is  to  provide  financial  assistance  to  wards  of  the  CCAS 
who  are  pursuing  further  education.  The  O'Briens,  realizing  the 
benefits  of  the  matching  grants,  were  happy  to  give  to  St. 
Michael's  the  money  they  had  raised,  along  with  that  raised  by 
their  son,  Michael  Jr.,  through  his  cross-Canada  bicycle  ride  in 
1998.  The  $68,000  in  the  initial  fund  became  the  tuition  portion 
of  the  Matthew  O'Brien  Memorial  Scholarship  endowment  at  St. 
Michael's.  With  the  matching  grants,  the  total  endowment  is 
approximately  $500,000.

Kelly  lecture  on  the  Church 
and  the  millennium 

This  year's  John  M.  Kelly  Theology  Lecture,  the  runeteenth  in  the  series,  vras  given  on 
25  March  1999  to  a  near  capacity  crowd  in  Sam  Sorbara  Hall.  The  Rev.  Ronald  Rolheiser, 
O.M.I.,  presented  a  provocative  and  stimulating  lecture.  His  topic,  "Hope  and  Concern: 
The  Church  and  the  Culture  on  the  Eve  of  the  New  Millenrrium"  provided  both  moral  and 
cultural  analysis  along  with  some  essential  theological  prescriptions. 

Fr.  Rolheiser  provided  a  generous  handout  for  his  audience,  and  elaborated  on  the 
present  moment  in  the  Church  and  in  the  culture  with  three  main  themes: 
spirituality  vs.  ecclesiology,  life  vs.  wisdom,  and  justice  vs.  piety.  Father  Rolheiser 
explained  that  our  times  are  cause  for  hope  and  concern,  but  he  was  careful  to 
leave  his  audience  with  much  hope  and  a  positive  outlook  for  the  future  of  the 
Church.  His  lecture  was  insightful,  caring,  and  very  well  received. 


Grounds  committee

The  Committee  has  highlighted  several 
areas  of  the  campus  for  immediate 
attention:  the  land  on  Queen's  Park 
between  St.  Michael's  and  Victoria;  the 
planting  around  the  sculpture  of 
"Michael";  the  garden  beds  sunounding 
Brennan  Hall,  and  the  area  below  Clover 
Hill  on  St.  Joseph  Street,  where  there  are 
a  number  of  complicating  factors  to  be 
taken  into  account.

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New  Appointments 

Rev.  T.  Allan  Smith,  CSB,  came  to  the  Faculty  of  Theology  in  July  1998  after  teaching 
for  four  years  at  Newman  Theological  College  in  Edmonton.  He  is  Associate  Professor  for 
the  History  of  Christianity  and  the  Director  of  Advanced  Degree  Programs  for  the  Faculty 
of  Theology.  His  scholarly  interests  lie  in  the  history  and  theology  of  Eastern 
Christianity,  with  a  special  focus  on  the  Russian  Orthodox  Church.  Prof.  Smith  has 
published  articles  on  Russian  monasticism.  Orthodox  spirituality  and  ecclesiology.  He  is 
the  editor  and  trarrslator  of  Sergei  M.  Soloviev,  Russian  Society  under  Ivan  the  Terrible 
(Academic  International  Press,  1996).  A  second  volume.  The  Tsar  and  the  Patriarch,  is  in 
preparation. 

Rev.  Mario  0.  D'Souza,  CSB,  joined  the  Faculty  of  Theology  in  July  1999.  Prof.  D'Souza 
comes  to  the  faculty  from  Edmonton,  where  he  was  Academic  Dean  of  St.  Joseph's 
College  in  the  University  of  Alberta.  He  will  teach  in  the  MRE  programme,  bringing  to 
bear  his  expertise  in  Religious  Education  and  the  Philosophy  of  education.  His  interests 
are  postmodernism,  multiculturalism,  pluralism  and  their  impact  on  educational  theory. 
Recent  publications  include  "Jacques  Maritain's  Philosophy  of  History  and  Philosophy  of 
Education:  A  Relationship  Secured  Through  Experience  and  Reason,"  The  Journal  of 
Educational  Administration  and  Foundations  12  (1997)  2:12-24  and  "The  Preparation  of 
Teachers  for  Roman  CathoUc  School:  Some  Philosophical  First  Principles,"  Paideusis: 
Journal  of  the  Canadian  Philosophy  of  Education  Society  9  (Spring  1996)  2:5-19. 

On  16  August  1999,  President  Richard  Alway  announced  the  appointment  of 
Father  Timothy  Fitzgerald,  C.S.B  and  Eva  Lados  as  the  new  Chaplains  at  St.  Michael's 
College.  Father  Timothy  originally  from  Connecticut,  has  spent  many  of  the  past  ten 
years  living  and  working  with  the  Basilian  Fathers  in  Toronto,  as  well  as  studying  at  our 
Faculty  of  Theology  where  he  received  a  Master  of  Divirrity  degree.  His  undergraduate 
work  was  in  Philosophy  and  English.  Father  Timothy  is  a  convert  to  Catholicism  and  in 
addition  to  his  new  position  as  Chaplain  he  will  continue  graduate  studies  in  Theology. 
Ms.  Eva  Lados  has  been  a  cour^sellor  at  Centennial  College  and  has  worked  at  Catholic 
Family  Services.  She  holds  a  Master  of  Divirrity  and  a  Master  of  Social  Work  degree.

A  total  of  234 
graduates  have  pledged  $5,540  towards 
refurbishing  Odette  Lounge. 
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Duane  Rendle,  Dean  of  Men  at  St.  Michael's  College  has  just 
completed  his  inaugural  year.

Celebrating  History 

Plans  to  restore  and  refurbish  Carr  Hall  (Carr  100)  to  its 
rightful  place  in  the  architectural  and  academic  history  of  St. 
Michael's  are  now  well  underway.  Working  with  architect 
Thomas  Payne  and  his  firm  Kuwabara  Payne  McKenna 
Blumberg,  a  committee  of  alumni  and  staff  have  arrived  at  a 
design  for  Father  Robert  Madden  Hall  that  we  hope  will  serve 
not  only  as  a  fitting  tribute  to  Father  Bob  Madden  but  also  as 
a  showcase  celebrating  the  work  of  Canadian  architect,  Ernest 
Cormier.  Those  of  you  familiar  with  Cormier's  work  at  the 
University  of  Montreal  will  recognize  in  the  proposed 
restoration  an  acknowledgement  of  the  original  ceiling  details, 
underlined  by  enhancements  to  lighting  and  to  floor  finish. 

Practicality  dictates  the  installation  of  good  air  conditioning 
and  sound  systems.  A  partial  suspended  ceiling  will  be  used  to 
house  ductwork,  and  to  highlight  existing  beams.  Hardwood 
floors,  hanging  light  fixtures,  wood  restoration  and  creative 
shading  in  paintwork  for  window  frames  will  contribute  to  the 
new  look.  Alumni  committee  members  Gail  (Sullivan)  Horan, 
6T6  and  Patricia  (Kelly)  McGee  6T8  have  generously 
contributed  their  renovation  and  design  experience  (as  well  as

their  excellent  taste)  to  the  proposed  plan.  Meetings  and 
consultations  will  continue  as  St.  Mike's  staff  committee
